FOUR WOUNDED 
IN BANDIT HUNT 


Gun Battle Between Four Clay Coun­ 
ty Officers And Citizens’ Posse 


Through Mistake 


BOTH EM PTY T H EIR GUNS 


Both Searching For Supposed Ban­ 
dits, Who Were Believed to Have 


Planned Bank Robbery

Brazil, Ind., Nov. 22— Four men 
wer** seriously wounded in 
a 
gun 
battle between a citizens’ pO"se and 
four Clay county officers when 
the 
two groups opened fire on each other 
by mistake during a bandit hunt near 
Cory, 10 miles southwest 
of 
lure, 
early today. 
The two groups were hunting for 
an auto which, it was believed, was 
driven by bank bandits planning to 
rob the Cory state bank. 
The two posses met in the dark in 
an orchard on the outskirts of Cory. 
Ritles, revolvers and sawed-off shot­ 
guns were used in tlu* battle. 
The 
mistake was not discovered 
until 
both groups had emptied their gu.ns. 
James Tucker, county road super­ 
intendent, living at 
the 
edge 
of 
Cory, was the first to see the sup­ 
posed bandits, parked at the side of 
the road near his home. 
Ife called Sheriff Weber 
here. 
Weber called Frank Moore, 
Brazil 
chief of police# and William Gillespy# 
and E. L. Petty, deputy sheriffs, and 
started for Cory in an auto’. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
alarm 
spread 
through Cory and A posse of c itizens 
formed to fight the bandits if it was 
found they were organized for open 
warfare like the bandit gang which 
held up the Spencer bank two weeks 
ago. 
Headed by Tucker, the posse lay in 
ambush in 
an 
orchard 
adjoining 
Tucker’s home. 
As the officers from Brazil 
ap­ 
proached Cory, they decided to leave 
their car and walk into town. 
When they entered the edge of the 
orchard, Tucker mistook them 
for 
the bandits and shouted “Hands up'.” 
The ollieers dropped to the ground. 
Both sides opened fire and a pitched 
battle followed. The officers quickly 
emptied their guns and started to re- 
oad, believing they had the 
bandit" 
cornered.

liam J. McCormick has succeeded him 
m tin* dominating personality o f the 
commission. 
McCormick K young and he 
lias 
“been around.'* He started as a lab­ 
orer on tin* East River water-front 
and worked him self up until he is now 
the general manager of the 
biggest 
trucking firm in New York. B e knows 
bow to handle men, and as a thirty- 
third degree boxing fan, he knows 
how to handle boxers. 


McCormick’s firG active stroke in 
the attempt to get the 
commission 
hack into repute eauie with the an ­ 
nouncement t!u* commission 
would 
revert hack to the old cardinal 
rule 
o f the game that cham pionships are 
won and lost only in the ring. 


Muldoon’s adm inistration had tried 
to establish the precedent of dethron­ 
ing champions and setting up 
new 
ones by passing resolution in official 


session, and it resulted in open ridi­ 
cule for the commission. 
McCormick then started a 
cam ­ 
paign to bring the com mission down 
to boxing, instead of lifting the sport 
to the heights that Muldoon had a s­ 
sumed were the rightful provinces of 
the commission. 
Muldoon would not suffer boxers, 
managers or sport writers near 
the 
sacred confines o f the commission o f­ 
fices and be acted on the theory that 
there was no appeal f/om the rulings 
of the commission. 
McCormick threw the doors of the 
coinmis>ion open and invited all the 
boxers, managers and sport writers 
to come in, take off tlu*ir coats 
and 
go to it.

and cream in the city of Rushville, In- 
diana, to have each cow of their herd 
examined by a regular practicing vet- 
crinary, once each year for tuberculo- 
sis and other infectious diseases, filing 
sworn statements with the number of 
cows in their herd, their color 
and 


name of each cow in their herd, with 
the clerk of the city of Rushville, In- 
diana, and a sworn statement of a reg- 
ular practicing veterinary that each of 
their cows are free from tuberculosis 
and all other infectious diseases. 


Providing for additional cows to be 


added to the herd, and requiring the 
clerk of the citj- of Rushville, Indi- 
ana, to issue permits to.sell milk and 
cream in the city of Rushville, Indiana, 
and providing a fee for the issuing of 
such permits. 


Making it unlawful for any person, 


firm or corporation to sell any milk 
or cream in the city of Rushville, Indi- 
ana, from tows or cow, which have not 
been tested by a regular 
practicing 


veterinary for tuberculosis and all other 
infectious diseases and sworn state- 
ments filed with the clerk of the city of 
Rnshvillc, Indiana, and permits issued.
